twenty feet of the broken door, "call
the police, they are robbing Newber-
ry's store.”

The young couple ran to the home
of 1da M. Ross, next 1o the Eagles,
and phoned the Burlington depot,
whore chief Jeffers had gone to moet
the incoming traing as Is hisg nightly
custoni. In the meantitue the rob-
hers, one of whom had staved out-
side, standing under the stalrway of
the Eagles bullding, became seared,
The one in the building jumped out
and the two ran north up the alley,

TWO ROBBERIES PULLED |THIEF SLIPPED HIS PAL
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THE DOUBLE CROSS

IHobber Beat It Out of Store in Dark
—lilves Pal Worthless Colns—
Hops Train out of Town

Clalming that a pal he met in
Nillinegs, Mont., three weeks ago nnd
ran perosg agnin ot the depot In Alll-
ance indueed him to aid In the break-
ing and entering of the Silver Cash
Store, 115 Box Butte avenue, about
7 o'clock Sunday evenlng, a young
man giving the name of Willlam
Smiith  plead  gullty before County
Judege Berry Tuesday to the charge
of hurglary.

Smith, in talking to n
porter,

Herald re-
gald, I guess there s noth-
ing for me to do but plend gullty, for
they got me with the goods”

He give he hand not been in town
long and waps byroke., He mot his
old pal and asked him for the price
of a feed. The pal sudd, “Come with
me and 'l show you how to get n
meal,”  They went down the alley
and stopped at the rear of the Silver
Cnsh  Store, According to Smith,
the pal broke the transom and en-
teredd, and he followed. The pal
promptly investigated the ensh draw-
er while Smith helped hlhuself to o

turning west and then gouth, going
to the railrond yards, Chiel Jeffers
arrived in a short time with a Herald
reporter. They made a thorough
search of the west and south part of
town but were unable to locate the
robbers, who had either gone to a
house or had hid themeclver in o
froight ecar. All outgolng trains
were watched during the night and

it {8 probable that the robbers are

still in town. The police have a coim-
plete description of the revolvers se-
cured.

Some time durlng the night, prob-
ably just before the Newberry rob-
bery, a rear window In the Golden
Rule store was broken and entry
made into the store through it. The

burglur or burglaras gecured two
heavy sheep-skin coats and other
clothing—just what is8 not known.

Inasniich as Mr. Hill describes one
of the Newberry robbers ns wenring
a bhrown overcont which cume nearly
to his kneeg, It 18 undoubtedly a faet
that the Golden RNule was robhbed
first. The robbers took down the
